Part'of it Is chargeable 
to the demogogicat appeal to the ignorant and 
unthinking and prejudicing the public mind by 
placing all business and', industry .in the ranks of 
profiteering, tax dodging, and the making of prof- 
its to the hurt of others. 
There are too many 


people in Wisconsin who are saturated with the 
belief that anyone who has succeeded, has done^ 
?o by crooked methods and tiaa bcfn cheating, the 
government out of its dues. 


Another part of the situation'comes from-labor 


desii-ing to legislate archaic and obsolete meth- 
ods into operations, wipe-out the use of machin- 
ery for processes and obtain specific advantages.

The Corny of city government in America, spSafe- 
ing generally, was imported from"Hng]and along 
with 'the English titles* on mayor and alderman 
an'd'councilman. Until the democratic revolution 
led-by-Andrew Jackson in the second decade of 
the nineteenth century the English 
model, was 


deemed sufficient, but then, while the form was 
retained, the suffrage was extended and the mayor 
who had been selected by the. aldermen became 
an elected'1 official and the administrative head 
of. the city, became enmeshed in the.colls of: prac- 
tical politics. 
The cities grew tremendously in 


population and in number, and "city politics",oCl:- 
cn was synonymous with corruption and dishon- 
esty. 
So generally was the truth of this'uiihabpy 


condition-recognized tl-.at when, .in 1SSC, James 
.Bryce wrote "The American Commonwealth," he 
'felt compelled to say that municipal government' 
was the one conspicuous failure In American.life. 
Thirty-years later the-same great commentator, 
• then •Viscount Bryce, found himself unable ,to 
change Jils mind, but he did say that (tj»s-now' 
experiment ot the city manager offered iio'pe of 
changing this one conspicuous failure into" a suc- 
cess.

The new form of government is modelled upon 


rtiat most typically- American organisation,, the 
business corporation. The voters are stockhold- 
ers. .-They'-elect the menibcrs of the council or 
the commissioners, who arc the directors. These 
directors control the-policy of the corporation and 
they select u, city manager who is the general man 
ager'of .the corporation,' the executive head .oC its 
administrative affairs. The machinery then func- 
tions just as does the machinery of any private 
business corporation. 


The iirst departure from the essentially tradi- 


tional form of city government in America came 
as the result of the.great Galveston disaster when- 
a tidal wave engulfed a city, drowned thousands 
of people and destroyed millions In property. The; 
old government was not able to cope with the 
'situation and a committee of •'business men took 
oyer-.elly affairs. 
Their administration was so 


successful that at the next legislature the city 
obtained a new charter and the Galveston plan, 
or the commission form 
of government, was 


launched. 


tinder'the commission plan the people choose 


a small number,, .usually three or five, commis- 
sioners. T.hese collectively form the legislative, 
or. policy-directing body of the city, while sev- 
erally each is the head of a particular branch of 
the 
administration—-commissioner- of 
finance, 


commissioner of public works, and so on. 
The 


plan Vivas improved-upon by Dies Moines, and was 
hailed as the'hope of'the cities. It was adopted 
by more than a hundred cities and in nearly every 
Instance, so'say--those who have carefully exam-, 
,ined the-'records, resulted in marked improvement' 
and in/municipal administration.

But it was soon found out that the people, in 


voting for • commissioners, voted-for j-epresenta- 
.tives in the legislative sense, that is,'for the men 
who thought'as they thought ,and not for persons' 
peculnrily qualified for administrative work. Thus 
it would happen that in one election a banker 
would be. elected, commissioner ot public health, 
(and 
a barber commissioner of public fina-nce, and 


both -would attempt to conduct their offices while 
carrying on their private business;' Their, also, 
the commissioners tended to 'become jealous of 
their administrative departments when sitting to- 
gether.

Another, disaster and 
another 
change—^huge 


sections ot the city of Stauntpn, Va., began di;op- 
ping into, the' subterranean caverns beneath.the 
city. The government was inefficient.

Charles E. Ashburner, a civil engineer, to be busi- 
ness manager of /Slaunton. 
He succeeded and 


the city manager 'form 'of government came into 
being.

Later Mr. Ashburner became the.city mankger 


of Hickory; N. C., which was the first-city foi-m- 
nl.ly to adopt the new system. . Then 'he wont to 
Springfield-,- O., where he was manager-for. three 
years, thence lie came bacjj to Virginia- where he 
is now in his( fifth, year as manager o'f Norfolk, 
the first, the oldest In point of service, the 3iigh- 
est salaried city manager in the country. Nor- 
folk pays him ?.10,000 a' year—a thousand dol- 
lars more than New York pays its mayor. 


Still another disaster—the impounded waters 


"of-the Miami river break their bounds and pour 
down a destructive flood .upon, the city of'Dayton, 
O.,.which forthwith became the first big city to 
employ/a city manager—Hi M'.-Walte. 
That was the beginning. From'1908, when Mr. 


Ashburner began in, Staunton, 
until -1916., 
the 


growth was slow. 
During the' past six years it 


has been very rapid. Now more than SOO cities 
and towns have1 adopted this new system. 


• Its distinguishing: feature is that, while -the 
voters control the legislative machinery, and the 
p'olicy of the city, through their elected council- 
men, 
the council carries out that policy through 


a city manager, who is a trained man, nearly al- 
ways brought in from another city, and that the 
city, manager has. no other business or concern 
than the executive direction of the city's affairs.
